“The child consumed 3 1-2 pints of commer­ 
cially pasteurized milk daily by bottle, never by 
glass; in addition she ats ice cream cones, often 
twice daily, crackers, cake muffins, hot cakes with 
iyrup and candy, and on rare occasions a meat 
breth or soup, made without vegetables, which 
she disliked.*? 
Perhaps this is an extreme case of foolish feed­ 
ing, Yet day after day one sees on the streets or 
in the parks pale, anemic little wretches nibbling 
ice cream cones or all-day suckers when 
they

HE last pickle and preserve 
making Of the season Is done 
2 iu copi. comfort, compared to 
that of ti» mid-summer, so we feel 
more Ambitious toward trying neW 
recipes. 
City market stalls are al­ 
ways well stocked and colorful with 
the products of the fall harvests. 
Preserved Quinces. 
. 
Select ten «airJar large and BfP* 
* shaped qutncss and Wipe them vwry 
carefuHy with a soft doth. Pare, 
quarter and core thoroughly, remov­ 
ing the hard, seedy center, put the 
waste into a sauoepao and the quince 
into ah * preserve kettle^ with Juvt 
euouuh cold water to cover. flBpft 
gently until tender enough to pierce 
with a broom spMnt, then lift with a 
skimmer to a colander. Measure the 
liquid and add three-quarters of a 
pint of sugar to each, pint of the 
liquid.! Add a «mall spice bag and 
a thinly-sliced lemon, pits removed. • 
and boll gently for seven minvitSs 
from the time if begfhS to boil; then 
remove the spjee bag and lemon, put 
i« the fruit, and cook until the edge¿¡ 
or the pieces lookjrtaasy. Fill holpint 
jars with the preserve—and seal. This 
is the old-fashioned way, and an 
excellent one to do the fruit-by. 
Preserved Citron. 
Th|s 0s really an old-fashioned 
sweet pickle, but it Is as rich as u 
preserve. Select a hard, green citron 
melon and quarter it. 
Remove all 
seeds ¿nd soft inner pulp, pare 
thinly and cut into thick slices tWo 
or three Inches long. Place in* cold 
water to covpf. adding a handful of 
«alt, and let stand four hours. Rinse 
well, then ©over with Creeh, cpid 
water, adding a teaapoonful of altifr*. 
and let stand an hour.- Put two 
quarta of vinegar into a préaefve 
-kettle with three and a half pints 
of sugar, a large spice bag, two good- 
sixed piece*» of green ginger root 
washed, scraped and thinly sliced, a 
large, smooth lemon, thinly sliced, 
with the pits removed. Cook slowty 
until the sugnr melts, then boll 
gently for five minutes. Rinse the 
fruit In dear, cold water and add 
to the syrup. Let boil stowty until 
the fruit looks glassy at the edges 
and Is tender when pierced with a 
Straw. 
Skim carefully. 
Lift the 
fruit to a colander with a skimmer, 
boll down the juice until thick, then 
return the fruit fo it nrd reheat.
